| Colored Miners Attacked by| , 


White Strikers. 


A Pitched Battle in a Mining Camp 
Near Franklin, Wash. 


Two of the Assailants Killed—Seven 


Other Persons Wounded. 


The Affray Caused by the Arrival 
of Negroes to Take Strikers’ 
Places — The Militia 
Now on Guard. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SEATTLE (Wasb.,) June 29.+|By the 
Associated Press.] Matters at Frank- 
lin have assumed a still more threat- 
ening form. and Col. C. J. Haines to- 
day wired to this city for another com- 
pany of militia to report at once and 
to bring more ammunition, camp 
equipage and rations for a week’s ser- 
vice. No trouble occurred today. 
Porter Robertson, one of the mine 
bosses, was brought to the city today 
by a military guard, charged with kill- 
ing Tom Morris and Ed J. Williams. 
leaders of yesterday’s riot. The first 
authentic information concerning the 
riot was received today in the following 
special to the Post-Intelligencer from 
Franklin: 

At least one thousand shots wer 
fired in the riot yesterday, which lasted 


about thirty minutes and resulted in| 


the death of Tom Morris, a white 
striker who was killed instantly, and 
Ed J. Williams who was shot through 
the abdomen and died six hours later, 
and the wounding of four strikers, two 
women and one cvlored guard. The 
trouble commenced with the return of 
the train at 7:40 p. m. from Newcastle 
which contained a number of Sullivan 
men who had escorted a load of 
negroes to the laiter mining camp. 
The guards say that when the train 
was pulling into Franklin it was fired 
upon by some of the white miners in 
ambush and that while no one was 
hurt the bullets whistled through the 
windows of the train at a lively rate. 
The guards returned the fire from the 
windows and the engineer, seeing the 
danger, put his train under a full head 
of steam and rau into the depot. 
When the train had stopped the white 
miners commenced firing upon the 
negroes’ camp. They were between 
two fires ds the vutside miners were 
situated on the flat below and on the 
hill above them. The negroes went 
perfectly wild, and all efforts of Deputy 
Sheriff Stretch and under guards could 
not restrain them, They kept within 
the camp lines and poured volley after 
volley upon the miners on the flats, who 
replied with equally as much vigor. 
The miners on tbe bill kept up a good 
fire but were answered shot for shot 
by the negroes. 

During the fusilade Porter Rob- 
ertson, manager of one of the pit boxes 
in the mine, who had refused to go out 
with the white miners, was standing 
at the company’s office when he heard 
the terrified cries of some women at 
his house on the top of the hill. Look- 
ing up he saw two men with rifles 
near the house, and as the white min- 
ers bad threatened to kill him because 
he continued to work for the company, 
he came to the conclusion that they 
meditated some act of violence upon 
He ran up 
the hill, and while he was running the 
men fired upon him three or four 
times before he reached the house. He 


secured his rifle, and coming out of 
the house opened fire upon the men. 


One sho: hit Tom Morris in the tem- 


ple and he dropped dead. Another 
shot hit Ed J. Williams and 
entered the abdomen. Williams 
ran about twenty rods before he fell. 
Seeing the effect of his work Robertson 


went to the company’s oflice and told 


Deputy Sheriff Stretch what he had 
dove and delivered himself up. He 
was kept under guard until the ar- 
rival of the special train from Seattle. 

Ed Williams, who was shot in the ab- 
doman, lived about sw hours, and be- 
fore be died made a statement of the 
shooting, which confirmed in its prin- 
cipal details that of Robertson. 

“The negroes were about to make a 
charge upon the miners upon the low- 
land when they were intercepted by 
Dr. J. J. Smith and some other men. 
These men pieaded and argued and at 
last prevailed upon the colored men to 
withdraw to their quarters. 

When the firing had ceased, the ex- 
citement was intense; negroes gath- 
ered about in groups, and thoroughly 
aroused, swore that a thousand men 

take their camp. Through 
the efforts of the guards the negroes 
were induced to lay down their arms. 
und while they consented to this, they 

paraded up and down thecampin a 
manner which showed that they were 
reudy to continue the fight at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

»The white miners excitedly talked 
over the situation, and the’ greatest 
part of their auger seemed to be di- 
rected at Porter Robertsou, who had 
shot dewn two of their men. They 
deny firing upon the train, and say 
that the trouble was not started by 
them. They also say that the negroes 
did the greater part of the shooting. 

Mrs. Thornborn, who was shot in 
the arm and breast, isan elderly lady 
and suffered greatly from her wound. 
The doctor, however, is of the opinion 
that she will recover, 

Miss Annie Wilson, who was shot 
in the leg, has a painful but not dan- 
gerous wound. 

“The wound of Ben Garrison, the 
negro who was shot, is not necessarily

“Two companies, B and D, of the 
First Regiment, arrived here at 4:30 
o’clock this morning and about forty 
other men arrived here this afternoon 
to reinforce the companies, bringing 
with them ammunition and camp 
equipage. During the day excitement 


has been very high, and the militia is

he Postmaster-General’s Name

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Contrary to general 
impression Postmaster-General W ana- 
maker did not appear before the inves- 
tigation committee of the Council this 
afternoon to explain the apparent dis- 
crepancy between his previous testi- 
mony and the facts subsequently de- 
veloped by the Keystone books. In- 
stead, he sent a letter, saying. that if 
any information were wanted from 
him, he should be glad at twentyfour 
hour’s notice to meet any members of 
the Council and explain every item of 
his statement. 

President Dunham, of the Me- 
chanics’ National Bank of Trenton, 
testified that the bank had loaned Yard 
money on a certificate of Keystone 
Bank stock for 200 shares, in the name 
of John Wanamaker and the transfer 
was signed by him. 

President Morris, of the Girard Trust 
Company, said his company once held 
certificates of the Keystone Bank as 
collateral for a loan made to Wana- 
maker. In November last temporary 
loans were made to the Keystone Bank. 
A clerk came to President Morris and 
borrowed the money, stating at the 
same time that it would be a great ob- 
ligation to Wauamaker. Morris said 
that conseqently his 2 loaned 
Wanamaker mouey on what he thinks 
were the same sharesof Electric stock. 

Howard Spencer Jones, a clerk in 
the employ of Wanamaker and in 
whose name several of the certificates 
pledged by Wanamaker to brokers 
stood, explained that he signed the 
transfers at the request of Wanamaker. 
He stated that W. Rankin, in whose 
name several of the certificates stood, 
was a boy formerly employed by Wan- 
amaker. 

Henry H. Yard was arraigned in 
court today to answer to a charge of 
conspiracy with ex-Pity Treasurer 
Bardsley to unlawfully use public 
funds. At the request of the District 
Attorney the trial of Yard was post- 
poned until September. The District

THE RISE 


An Inundation Threatened 
at Kansas City. 


The Swollen Stream Steadily Creep- 
ing Up an Inch an Hour. 


Fears That the Hannibal and St. Joe 
Embankment May Go. 


Families on the Lowlands Com- 
pelled to Abandon Their 
Homes— The Situation 
at St. Joseph. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Kansas City, June 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Missouri River 
at this point is at a dangerously high 
stage. The water is the highest it has 
been since the great flood of 1831, but 
it still lacks several feet of that year’s 
record. Nevertheless much damage 
has been done, and much more is 
feared, as cities above report a higher 
stage of water there than here. At 
6 o’olock this evening the water-regis- 
tered three feet above high-water 
mark—twenty-three feet above the 
standard low-water mark. The water 
is rising steadily, an inch an hour, and 
will probably rise two or three feet in 
the next day or two. 

Parts of Harlem, a hamlet just across 
the .river, are already submerged. 
About twenty-five families have left 
their homes, taking their household 
goods, and are camping on the high 
ground. All farms along the river 
are submerged and crops are ruined. 

The embankment of the Hannibal 
and St. Joe road approaches the river 
at right angles across from this 


city. Thisembankment has acted as 


a sort of levee, and has protected a 
vast extent of river bottom below it 
from flood. Some fears are expressed 
that the embankment may not be able 
to withstand the pressure. Should it 
give way, much valuable land will be 
submerged, including the track of the 
Kansas City Racing Association. In 
view of this emergency the horses 
which bave been stabled there, have 
been removed to places of safety. On 
this side of the river the high water has 
backed up the waters of the Kaw, 
which empties into the Missouri at this 
place. ‘The backwaters have sub- 


merged much of the lowlands, and one: 


hundred or more squatters living there 
have been obliged to abandon their 
homes, The water is also backed up 
iu the sewers in Kansas City, and has 
run out of the manholes, flooding vari- 
ous parts of the town. 

A dispatch from St. Joseph says: 
“The river has risen steadily since Sat- 
urday morning. At noon today it was 
within sixteen inches of the highest 
point reached teu years ago. esi- 
dents vf French bottoms north of this 
city are in a state of alarm, and many 
are preparing to move. If the river 
should overflow French bottoms it is 
expected a new channe! will be cut 
leaving many farms on an island and 
diverting the main stream from the 
Kansas shore two miles west. If the 
present rise continues twenty-four 
hours stockyards and hundreds of 
homes in South St. Joseph will be in- 
undated. The situation is serious to 
packing interests as well as to hun- 
dreds of small farmers on the low 
lands. The Burlington tracks on the 
river front in this city have been 
strengthened by piling and rock to 
prevent serious washouts.““ 

A dispatch from Atchison, Kansas, 
says; The Missouri River is now two 
feet higher here than it has been this 
season. Farmers on the Missouri side 
were submerged last night. Wheat 
fields will bea total loss. The water 
is also pouring across Doniphan point, 
a neck of land opposite Doniphan, 
Kan. This neck stood the flood of 
1881 when the river was nine feet 
higher than now. No fear is enter- 
tained that it will cut through this 
time. South of East Atchison land is 
falling into the stream by the acre. 

Leavenworth also reports very high 
water, the inundation of much valu- 
able farm land and destruction of 
crops. No damage has been done in 
the city.

CLTY COUNCIL 


An Ordinance’ Passed Over 
the Mayor’s Veto. 


ONLY ONE VOTE AGAINST IT 


A Vigorous Attack on the Captain 
of the Chain Gang-—Street 
Work Ordered—Rou- 

tine Business. 


The City Coyncil met in regular session 
yesterday morhing at the usual time and 
place, President W. IH. Bonsall in thechair, 
and every ward being represented, 

After the usual preliminaries. had been 
disposed of, the Mayor’s message, vetoing 
the retrenchment ordinance, which was 
published in full in Tne yesterday 
morning, was read, and ordered filed. 

On motion of Councilman Nickell the 
vote by which the ordinance had been 
adopted was reconsidered. 

Councilman Summerland then moved to 
lay the ordinance upon tbe table, but the 
motion was bot seconded, and Councilman 
Alford moved that the ordinance be adopted 
notwithstanding the Mayor’s objections. 

COUNCILMAN REES ON THE MESSAGE. 

Councilman Rees rose to speak to the 
motion and handied the message without 
gloves. Ile said that the Mayor in bis mes- 
sage bad referred to the reduction of the 
the salary of the keeper of the pesthouse as 
equal to au abolishment of the office. The 
Council in considering this matter had 
taken into consideration certain facts 
omitted ia the Mayor’s message. This man 
in addition to his salary of 230 per month, 
was furnished with a bouse rent free, a 
horse and buggy and feed for his two cows, 
and when there were any patients there, he 
was furnished with food and his wife at 
once commenced to draw a salary for her 
servicés as cook. A short time ago the 
Council had deen honored by a message 
trom the Mayor with regard to the salaries 
of the street commissioners, in which he 
had intim.ted that $10 each would be ample 
compensation for several months’ work. 
Yet he now came in with another message 
in which he spoke of the “niggardly” salary 
of #30 which was paid to a man who had 
nothing to do. 

In the matter of the Police Surgeon, whose 
report showed an average of ten cases a 
day, the speaker was not afraid to say that 
nine of them should be taken to their homes 
for treatment by their own regular physi- 
cian, and not carried to the police station 
tor gratuitous treatment by the Police Sur- 


geon. 

Referring to the Mayor’s clerk, Couneil- 
man Rees said that there was not a member 
of the Council that did not recoguize the 
sterling ability of W. W. Robinson, and 
they had no idea of removing him. They 
did think, however, that the Mayor ought 
to declare the office of superintendent of 
buildings vacant, as the Chief of the Fire 
Department was perfeetiy capable of per- 
forming such small duties as devolved upon 
that official with regard to fire walis, etc. 
It the Mayor would do this, the Council 
not haviug the power to do it itself, the 
salary thus saved would gladly be applied 
to tue other departments, especially the fire 
department. 


this department was not well founded, as it 
was a matter of notoriety that when these 
men were paid $110 several of the engines 
were ruined by neglect, and it does not al- 
ways foilowthata munis rendered more 
enpable because his salary is increased. 
Unfortunately, it was very rarely the case 
that a man was appointed toa position of 
this sort because of his ability to fill it, 
influence being considered preter- 
able. 

As regards the Mayor’s charge that he 
bad been treated with d:scourtesy, Council- 
man Rees reminded bis colleagues that a 
short time ago, wheu the President visited 
this city, the Mayor bad treated the Coun- 
cil with marked discourtesy. It was not 
the intention of the Council, however, to 
repay the Mayor m Kab this alleged act 
of discourtesy. .. 

As for the statement made by the Mayor 
about his “careful supervision over all the 
affairs of the city,“ Mr. Rees said that the 
City Clerk bad rendered valuable assistance 
in demands, etc., and the 
Fnance Committee frequently discovered 
errors. ‘They did not, however, write long 
messages about these matters, but just went 
along quietly. It was ooly right tuat the 
public should bs informed, however, that 
the Mayor was not the only watch-dog of 
the city treasury. 

At the c.ose of this speech Councilman 
Aiford’s motion was put and carried by a 
vote of 8 to 1, Councilman Summerland 
alone voting negatively. 

“STREET WORK. 

The draft of an ordinance of intention to 
sidewalk and curb part of Adams street 
wasread, and on motion of Councilman 
Rees the same was adopted. | 


The draft of an ordinance establishing 
the grade of Fourth from Los Angeles to 
San Pedro streets was read and adopted on 
motion ot Councilman McGarry. 

The Health Officer reported that he had 
investig ted the complaint of Catharine Un- 
derwood et al., and fuund nothing about the 
ice factory on Ann street complained of or 
the manner in which it is conducted which 
wouid justify any interference on the part 
ot the authorities. ‘The matter was referred 
to the Councliman from the Eighth Ward. 

‘The reports of the Finance Committee 
and Board of Public Works, as already pub- 
lished in ug Times, were adopted as read. 

A brief message fromthe Mayor return- 
ing unapproved the demand of the Atlas 
Milling Company for $22.18, for the reason 
that it had been erroneously made and ap- 

roved for an amount other than that called 

or in the bill attacbed, was read aad re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee, 

BIDS FOR BRIDGES. 

A number of bids fur the construction of 
the approaches to the Seventh-street bridge 
were opened as follows: J. L. Bates, $711; 
E. R. Fox, %95; John Marsh, $675; D. F. 
Donegan, #690; J. D. MefGereau, $795.50; A. 
E. Meigs, $625. All wére referred to the 
Bridge Comunittee. 

Several other miscellaneous bids were re- 
ceived and referred to the Board of Public 
Works. Among these bids were three fora 
chemical engine for the fire department, 
which, however, were not opened, on motion 
of Councilman Innes, who wanted the Cierk 
to readvertise for four more weeks. On mo- 
tion of Councilman Summerland the time 
was amended to two weeks.

nine mooths, 82700; twenty-three teachers. 
$95 per month for nine months, $19,665; one 
teacher, 385 per month for nine months, 
$760; one teacher, $80 — month for nine 
months, $750; two teachers, $75 per month 
for nine months, $1350; eighty-nine teach- 
ers, $70 per month for nine mouths, $56,070; 
twenty-eight teachers, $67.50 per month for 
nine months, 818.900; eighteen teachers, #65 
per month for niue months, $11,700; nine 
teachers, $50 per month for nine months, 
$4050; one teacher, $25 per month for nine 
moutns, $225; total, $126,475. 

They also recommended not having a 
principal forthe kiudergarten schools. 

The-saving effected by this change would 

$35,015 yearly.

An Admiralty Decision by 
Judge Ross. 


FEDERAL GRAND JURY REPORT

An Administrator Appointed for a 
. Missing Man's Estate—Huft's Ex- 
amination — Renault Given 
Three Years — Notes. 


Judge Ross, in the United States District 


Court yesterday, rendered his decision in 
the case of G. E. P. Hunt vs. A. D. Metcalf 
et al., a suit in admiralty, ordering a decree 
for plaintiff for 600 and costs, ip accordance 
with a concise opinion filed therein. 

t appears therefrom that Metcalf and 
several other residents of Santa Barbara, 
being desirous of chartering a vessel for the 
purpose of engaging in hunting for sea 
otter, made arrangements with Hunt of San 
Diego, who is the owner of the Ethel, a 
schooner of thirty-one tons registered bur- 
den, to bring her up to Santa Barbara at 
their expense, and on April 8, 1890, the par- 
tles entered into a charter party, whereby 
it was agreed that defendants should hire 
the vessel for $100 per month, $300 of which 
was to be paid down in advance. 
After the vessel had been stored and 
provisioned, it was found that a change of 
masters could not be effected at Santa 
Barbara, as the custom-house officer at that 

lace did not have the necessary blank 
orms, It was agreed, therefore, that Hunt 
should takethe schooner to San Pedro and 
make the exchange there, which was done, 
D. W. Dean taking charge of her for defend- 
ants. It was claimed by defendants that 
Hunt ran the schooner aground aud strained 
her badiy, at San Pedro, but in spite of this 
they sailed up the coast, encountering se- 
vere weather until May 11. The weather 
then improved and hunting continued good 
until Jane 12, when the vessel put into 
Santa Barbara for a fresh supply of pro- 
visions and ammunition. She lay there 
until June 19, when defendants told Capt, 
Dean that the vessel leaked, and ordered 
him to retura ber to Hunt at San Diego. In 
the meantime, however, they sent her with 
a cargo of passengers, consisting of men, 
women and children, for a trip to San 
Miguel Island. On July 26 she was dis- 
tched to San Diego, where she arrived 
our days later, and she remained there 
= August 20,when she returned to Santa 
arbara, Hunt having refused to re- 
ceive her. She was subsequently sent on 
another hunting expedition in command 
of Capt. Ohvas, and on Nqvember 4, last, 
was again sent back and tendered to Hunt, 
Her owner once more refused to accept her 
and libelled her for the amount he alleged 
to be due from Metcalf and his partners, 
and for damages to her gear, wit the above 
result.

STAUBENMUELLER’S ESTATE.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


SAD FATE OF A WELL-KNOWN 
CITIZEN.

L. D. Gavitt of Los Angeles Burned 
to Death in His House on 
His Ranch Near 
Lancaster. 


Early yesterday morning a telegram was 
received in this city, stating that L. D. 
Gavitt, an old citizen of Los Angeles, had 
been burned to death on his ranch near 
Lancaster. No particulars were received, 
W. W. Parris, Mr. Gavitt’s son-in-law, had 
been up to.see him, but returned yesterday 
morning. He stated that he saw a fire 
while at the depot waiting for the train, but 


did not know the cause. Coroner Weldůon 


was notified, and with Mr. Parris, left for 
Lancaster on the first train. 


During the afternoon there were a num- 
ber of sensational rumors and reports on 
the street, to the effect that two bodies 
had been found, and that they were riddied 
with bullets, but the first authentic infor- 
mation was the following Associated Press 
dispatch received last night: 
| LANCASTER, June 29.—L. D. Gavitt, con- 
stable of Antelope township, was burned to 
death on his ranch, nine miles northwest of 
here, at 4 0’ciock this morning. Gavitt has 
been confined to his bed during the past 
week. He had sent his son-in-law to Los 
Angeles on the 3:37 train this morning to 
make arrangements for his belug taken care 
of in the city. Judging from the poaition 
of the body, the constable, in trying to 
escape through the window, must have been 
overcome from weakness and suffocation, 
falling back into the seething mass of tim- 
bers. Nothing but a few charred remains 
of the trunk of the unfortunate man were 
left. His arms, legs and upper portion of 
the skull were wholly destroyed. Cerpner 
Weldon of Los Angeles, was at once tele- 
graphed for and came up on the afternoon 
train. The cause of the fire is unknown, 
nobody being present when it occurred. 

Coroner Weldon and Mr. Parris will re- 
turn to the city this morning, bringing with 
them the remains. 

The deceased was well known in this 
city, and was a California pioneer. He was 
a native of Rhode Island, and came to the 
Coast in 1850 and located at San José. 
About twenty years ago he moved to Los 
Angeles county and had resided here ever 
since. Four daughters survive him, Mrs.

„ THE DESERT FLOUD, 


An Indian Runner Sent Outto Make 

: an Investigation. 

Ono singular thing about the Colorado 
Desert water scare is the fact that passen- 
gers and tralnmen who have passed over 
the desert have failed tosee any water, al- 
though all of them declare they could hear 
the sound of rushing waters when the train 
passed néar Saiton where the water is said 
to be rising fast. 

When the story first reached the Southern 
Pacific officials they looked on it as a desert 
fish story, and paid no _ particular 
attention to the wild rumors, but there 
has been so much said about the matter 
in the newspapers that the company 
decided yesterday to make an  in- 
vestigation, and late in the afternoon an 
lndian runner was sent out with inetruc- 
tions to find where the water leaves the 
river, if such be the case, ond to make a 
thorough examination as to how it passes 
through the sandbills and reaches the 


desert. 

Itis believed now that the water leaves 
the river just above Pilot Knob, near 
Yuma, and about sixty miies from Salton, 
and works its way through dry sand to the 
low ground this side of the river. 

It will probably take two or three days 
for the Indian to make his report. 

A fourteen-foot boat, with two sailors to 
man it, were secured at San Pedro yester- 
day, and dispatched by train No, 19 for 
Salton. From that point the boat, provi- 
sioned for a week’s cruise, will sail on the 
flood and the voyagers will attempt to solve 
the mystery. As the water does not come 
within a mile of the railroad track, there is 
no obstruction to traffic and no trouble ap- 
prehended. The water rose an inch during 
the past twenty-four hours. 

Late last night the following Associated 
Press dispatch was received: 

Tucsoyw (Ariz.,) June 29.—A Star special 
from Yuma says: The Oolorado-desert 
basin at Salton, sixty miles west from here, 
is rapidly filling up with fresh water from a 
subterranean passage, believed to be con- 
nected with the Colorado River, caused by 
high water of last February. At last ad- 

ve miles wide. ‘lhe m nery is D 
removed from che at Sal- 
ton. The Southern Pacific Rallroad track 
passes through the basin for more than 
fifty miles, ita lowest point being sixty- 
three teet below the sea level and the Col- 
orado River 160 feet above the sea level at 
Yuma. If the subterranean passage con- 
necta with the Colorado above Yuma the 
lake will be over four hundred feet in depth 
and over fifty miles long. To conduct the 
watersof the Colorado into the basin was 
the dream of Gen. Frémont. If the waters 
continue to rise the Southern Pacific track 
will be submerged for nearly one hundred 
miles, and the great desert of the Colorado 
will be converted into a salt lake.

PUNCH, PUNCH WITH CARE.
